The filing of a petition for the ap- 


pointment of a guardian for Mrs. 
Maude Rogers by 'hir mother, Lillie 
May Doughty, better known as Mrs. 
J. C. Doughty, in the circuit court 
recalls the fact that Mrs. Rogers is in 
the land of unknown. She has been 
missing for a week or more. 


The petition asks the court to ap- 


point a guardian for Mrs. Rogers for 
the reason that -she is a person of 
unsound mind. It is very short and 
reads as 
follows: 
"Lillie May 


Doughty being duly sworn upon her 
oath says that Maud% Rogers is a 
person of unsound mind and incap- 
able of managing her own estate, and 
is a resident of Rush county." 


Mrs. Rogers has been away from 


home for almost two weeks. It will 
be a week tomorrow since Mr. and 
Mrs. Doughty went to Indianapolis 
and enlisted the services of the po- 
lice of that city in the search to lo- 
cate Mrs. Rogers. 


The police found a trace of Mrs. 


Rogers. They learned that she had 
stopped at the Royal hotel in Illinois 
street, and a bell boy was found who 
said he had carried her baggage to 
the union station where she bought a 
ticket for 
Chicago.

had been away from home for a week 
then. f 


Mr. and Mrs. Doughty 
followed 


Mrs. 
Rogers to Chicago, but their 


search there, as it was in Indianapo- 
lis, was without avail. Mr. and Mrs. 
Doughty have returned from Chicago 
but they did not bring Mrs. Rogers 
back with them. When asked further 
details concerning iheir search, Mrs. 
Doughty said she had nothing more 
to say in regard to her daughter's 
disappearance.

Storm Late Yesterday Caused Loss in 


Many Orchards—Centered in 


Rushville Vicinity. 


LOSS ON WINSHIP FARM $2500 


Friends of Clem Osborn Congratulate 


(Him on Narrow Escape—In- 
•'. *•- 
; surance Amounts to $1750. 


As far as could be determined to- 


day, the severe rain, wind and elec- 
trical storm which visited Rush coun- 
ty late yesterday afternoon. did not 
do any great damage. The barn on 
the Albert Winship farm was the only 
property destroyed by fire, after hav- 
ing been ignited by lightning. 


Reports front all parts of the coun- 


ty indicate that the storm was worse 
here in Rushville. 
In some places 


where tie wind w.as especially strong 
the electrical display was not very 
pronounced and ttie rain was not very 
heavy. 
The principal force of the 


storm was centered' in the vicinity of 
Rushville. 


The wind did the greatest damage 


it seems. The corn has been growing 
with such leaps and bound's in the 
last two weeks that it is now tall 
enough to be damaged by a strong 
wind. Yesterday 
afternoon's wind 


a. wind. . It-blew .down.'the 


corn iii many fields. 


It is not thought this will do any 


great damage to the crop in Rush 
county, however. The corn is young 
and tender _and bends easily to the 
wind, whereas it would 
have been 


broken off had it been brittle from the 
hot sun and the lack of rain. A few 
hours of hot sun will cause all of the 
com to raise to its former position, 
farmers declared todav. 


The wind did considerable damage 


to fruit orchards and 
forests. 
In 


many orchards any number of trees 
were blown down. In the vicinity of 
Xe\v Salem orchards were consider- 
ably damaged. Many fine specimens 
of forest trees were torn up by the 
roots. 


It developed today that the barn on 


the Albert Winship farm, a few miles 
south of the city, was the only'thing 
hit by lightning. The lightning hit- 
ting the barn and setting it on fire 
caused a Ipss estimated by the own- 
er at from 
twenty-five to 
twenty- 


seven hundred dollars. 


Abert Winship says his loss is be- 


tween a thousand and twelve hundred 
dollars. Earl Winship, his. sou, who 
resides on the farm, estimates his 
loss at fifteen hundred dollars. Al- 
bert Winship will collect four hundred 
dollars and his son had $1,323 insur- 
ance on his property that was de- 
stroyed. 


Friends of Clem Osbome, a farm 


laborer, were .congratulating him to- 
day on his marvelous escape from 
death. 
The bolt of lightning came 


directly through the top of the barn, 
and scooted along on the barn floor 
from one end to the other. The horse 
and mule which were killed were at 
one end of the barn and Mr. Osbortoe 
was sitting on a tool box in the other 
end: of the bam. 
The force of the 


shock was' so great 
that he was 


thrown several feet. He was not in- 
jured, however, and was soon up and 
crying the alarm of fire. 


One colt was • consumed in 
the 


blaze: That and seven hogs, besides 
the two; animals, killed by lightning, 
were the only live stock lost. A con- 
siderable number of hogs got out of 
the barn after it had been hit by 
lightning. 
Two moles were saved 


from the fire. Earl Winship's loss 
consisted of farm equipment *nch «s 
wagons, Immess, implements'and hay 
and grain.; Albert Wiasbip's only low 


in a direction that carried the sparks 
away from the house probably" saved 
the latter structure from destruction. 
Although everything was wet Mr. 
Winship said this morning that -he 
believed the house would have been 
burned also if the wind1 had not been 
blowing in a favorable direction. The 
house is not more than a hundred 
feet from the barn.

Alter Relief From Hot, Humid 


Comes, Weather Man Predicts 


Mere Heat. 


FROST AT SAULT ST. MARIE 


But Net so in Rushville as Th 


eter Records Only 28 Degree

Although the cool weather which 


»ame into Indiana from the northwest 
last evening effectually 
broke the 


grip of the humid, warm wave which 
had hung over the State for more 
than two weeks, fair weather was ex- 
pected tonight or tomorrow and the 
temperature, according to the gov- 
ernment gredjietion, was due to, begin 
to rise agaia tonight or tomorrow. It 
is not expected, however, that it •will 
go back to its old hot station with a 
bound. 


A drop of fourteen degrees in Indi- 


ana in one •day, based on the compari- 
sons at 7 o'clock in the morning, be- 
came a far larger difference as the. 
morning wore on, for the early morn- 
ing temperature hung on, giving a 
condition which is known as prac- 
tically "stationary temperature." 


The temperature was only 70 de- 


grees at 10 o'clock, the same as that 
at 7. At 8 and 9 o'clock, however, it 
had'stood at 69. The 10 "o'clock tem- 
perature was twenty-one 
degrees 


lower than the temperature at the 
same hour yesterday. At one o'clock 
it had risen to 80 degrees. 


Sault St. Marie reported frost. The 


weather districts of Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota reported an aver- 
age minimum temepratnre of 48 de- 
rees. 
Rushville led all other cities in In- 


diana yesterday with a temperature 
of 98 degrees. This was higher than 
the average maximum in Indiana, as 
the weather stations showed an aver- 
aye maximum of 92 degrees and an 
average minimum of 62. At Auburn, 
which showed the lowest minimum the 
temperature went down to 57. 
'• 


The minimum temperature of 64 is 


not unusual, although it .has 
been 


about three weeks since Rushville has 
had a temperature that low. The fail- 
ure of the thermometer to make a 
rise during the morning hours, how- 
ever, is not a usual occurrence in 
summer.

North of Greensburg. 


TRUNK IS BADLY MANGLED 


Theory is That he Sat Down en Track 


and Was Hit by Gravel 


Train. 


The large toll of lives collected an- 


xually by steam roads was increased 
.•when early Sunday morning the head- 
less and mangled 
trunk of John 


- Chandler, 21, section employe living 


at Sandusky, was found along the 
Michigan division tracks of the Big 
Four near the 
Hamilton crossing. 


just a short distance north of Greens- 
burg, says the Greensburg News. 


Chandler had' met his death while 


enroute to his home, and had evi- 
dently -been 
asleep 
sitting on the 


track. Various are the reasons at- 
tributed to his tragic end, but the true 
details will never be known for death 
came when the young man was alone. 


Chandler drew his pay check for 


$39 on Saturday morning and depos- 
ited it with Alva Reed; the Sandusky 
^grocer. In the afternoon he decided 
to go to Greensburg and having no 
funds borrowed a dollar and a half 
from Mr. Heed. 


Here he was in the company of 


several people, but longer with a rel- 
ative named Mart 
Chandler. 
The 


young men visited a saloon but did 
not take more than three drinks, as 
far as can be learned. The victim 
was seen at 9 o'clock on the public 
square by friends who knew him and 
who are positive that he was not in- 
toxicated. 


Having missed all trains that would 


take him home. Chandler set 
out 


afoot and probably selected the rail- 
road track as a shorter route. 


A probable theory is that younsr 


Chandler was 
taken sick 
when he 


paused by the railroad track, and had 
sat down to rest a bit. Near where 
tiie body was found was a quantity of 
tobacco spit, showing that he had' in- 
dulged in a habit. It is possible that 
he then fell asleep. There is no evi- 
dence to show what train killed him. 
but it is thonjrht that ir was a -ravel 
train that went north from Greens- 
bnrjr after 9 oVrli.ek.

EXPLAINS NEW PLAN 
FOR KILLING FLIES 


Dr. J. N. Hurty Has Formula For 


Destroying The Pests at Their 


Breeding Places. 


PUBLIC INTERESTED, HE SAYS 


Dr. John N. Hurty, secretary of 


he state board of health, has adopt- 
ed a new- method of fighting flies, re- 
lommending that powerful disinfee- 
aiits be used where flies might hatch. 


He is recommending that in piles 


of waste products, and near stables 
especially, a solution of one part of 
3rude carbolic acid and three parts 
of crude oil be sprinkled about. This 
solution, he says, will kill hatching 
flies, and if applied properly to piles 
of filth, will greatly diminish the 
state's annually fly crop.
